CRUISER LEFT CONVOY 
TO U-BOAT, IS CHARGE. 


DESERTED TICONDEROGA UN- 
DER SUBMARINE’S GUNS, 
PAPER ASSERTS. —

PROVIDENCE, Jan. 24.—The 

Providence Journal will say tomor- 
row morning: 

The wanton murder of 213 Amer- 
ican sailors and soldiers aboard the 
United States ship Ticonderoga, 
which was sunk by the U-152 on 
the morning of September 20, 1918, 
has been revealed in thé story told 
to the Journal by a naval officer who 
was with the convoy of which the 
Ticonderoga was a part. it was the 
most serious muval disaster of the 
war. 

After the Ticonderoga’s guns had 
been silenced, after ner boller-rooms 
had been pierced, after a flag ot sur- 
render had been raised, the huns 
continued to shell her.

AVIATOR ARRIVES. 


WILL, CONDUCT SERVICES TO- 
DAY FOR ANGELENO KILLED 
WHEN PLANE FELL.

Under the escort of Robert Brant, 
a student filght officer, the body of 
Naval Aviator John Wigmore, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. George H. Wigmore, 
No. $49 West Adame street, who was 
killed at the Pensacola Naval Avia- 
tion Station, January 18, when the 
machine in which he was riding 
crashed 1000 feet into the sea, ar- 
rived here last night. The funeral! 
services will be conducted at 2 p.m. 
today at St. John’s Eplecopa! Church, 
of which the dead aviator was a 
member. Burial will be in Ingle- 
wood Cemetery with full naval 
honors. 

The dead navy man was born in 
Los Angeles twenty.years ago, grad- 
uated from the Los Angeles igh 
School in February, 1914, and en- 
tered the University of California in 
August of the same year, where he 
rowed on the freshman crew. He 


enlisted in the Naval Flying Corps 
in July, 1918, being sent to Seattle 
for his ground Instruction and then 
to North Island for flight instrtic- 
tion. Last Demember he went to 
Pensacola, where he received his 
commission, and on January 4 war 
recommended as a pilot of the No. 
16 flying boat, the largest machine 
which the navy has, Welghing six 
tons, with a Wii spread of 100 
feet, two 400-horse-power engines, 
and a carrying capacity of twelve 
men. He met his death when a 
machine in which he was riding 
with two other men, under the pilot- 
age of a commissioned officer, went 
into a spinning nose dive and fell 
into the all the occupants of 
the machine being killed. .
